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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
Species I (claims 1-13, 15-28 and 40-44); Species II (claims 29-33 and 35-39). The species are 
independent or distinct because applicant's horizontal wall, at the least, in species I is claimed is 
substantially rigid defining a relative fixed orientation (similar to model exhibited by applicant's 
representative in a personal interview in October of 2005). However, Species II recites a 
horizontal wall having a thickness between opposite facing spaced apart surfaces within first and 
second reference plane and the horizontal wall is frangible such that the horizontal wall can flex 
or bend within the space between the reference planes. Here, Species II is distinct and may stand 
alone from the embodiment and model as described and shown in Species I. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, there are no generic claim(s).
